Confirmation of the statement print- 
ed several times in THE TRIBUNE, that 
South Water street merchants were 
buying in the vicinity of 15th street 
and Racine avenue, was made last 
night by the South Water Market 
trust, composed of leading merchants. 

At the same time, it was hinted that 
the produce terminal project, an- 
nounced for the strip of land south of 
the river, extending from Ashland ave 
nue to Western avenue, might not be 
carried out at that point after all. 

Twenty Story Office Building. 

The new market, an entirely sepa- 
rate project from the produce terminal, 
will include a twenty story office buiid- 
ing on Blue Island avenue, between 
14th and 15th-sts, 166 buildings in all, 
having a total of 240 stores. 

The financing and construction of | 
the new market will be carried through 
by a syndicate of banks. As the mer- 
chants will buy their stores under a 
codperative plan, they have made sub- 
stantial payments which have been 
placed on the land. This equity is in 
the hands of the syndicate which will 


issue bonds secured by the land and 


buildings, probably to the amount of 
$14,000,000. 
To Have Special Building. 

“The stores, especially designed for 
market use, will be of terra cotta, steel, 
and with wire glass awnings,” reads 
the official announcement. 

“There will be a special lighting sys- 
tem which will go far toward making 
this one of the show spots of the 
city. Width of streets is planned to 
be ninety feet with forty-eight foot 
alleys.” 

The new market district extends 
along 14th place and 15th street from 
Morgan street to Racine avenue. Con- 
siderable frontage on Blue Island ave- 
nue also has been acquired. 

Apparently the original idea of hav- 
ing a great produce terminal and a big 
retail and wholesale market in the 
same neighborhood has been aban- 
doned.

| MUSCLE SHOALS 


“The production of nitrogen for 
plant food in peace and explosives in 
war is more and more important. It Is 
one of the chief sustaining elements of 
life. It is estimated that soi] exhaus 
tion each year is represented by about 
9.000.000 tons and replenishment by 
2.450 000 tons. The deficit of 3,550,000 
tons is reported to represent the im- 
pairment of 118,000,000 acres of farm 
lands each year. 

“To meet these nacessities the gov- 
ernment has been developing a water 
power project at Muscle Shoals to be 
equipped to produce nitrogen for ex- 
plosives and fertilizer. It is my opin- 
ion that the support of agriculture is 
the chief problem to consider in con- 
nection with this property. It could 
by no means supply the present needs 
for nitrogen, but it would help and its 
development would encourage bringing 
other water powers into like use. 

‘“‘Several offers have been made for 
the purchase of this property. Prob- 
ably none of them represent’ final 
terms. Much costly experimentation 
is necessary to produce commercial 
nitrogen. For that reason it is a field 
better suited to private enterprise than 
to government operation. 


Favors Sale of Shoals. 


“I should favor a sale of this prop- 
erty, or long time lease, under rigid 
guaranties of commercial nitrogen pro- 
duction at reasonable prices for agri- 
cultural use. There would be a sur- 
plus of power for many years over any 
possibility of its application to a de- 
veloping manufacture of nitrogen. It 
may be found advantageous to dispose 
of the right to surplus power separate- 
ly with such reservations as will allow 
its gradual withdrawal and application 
to nitrogen manufacture. 

“A subcommittee of the committees, 
on agriculture should investigate this 
field and negotiate with prospective 
purchasers. If no advantageous offer 
be made, the development should con- 
tinue and the plant should be dedicated 
primarily to the production of ma- 
terials for the fertilization of the soil. 


RAILWAYS 


“The railways during the last year 
have made still further progress in re- 
cuperation from the war, with large 
gains in efficiency and ability exped!- 
tiously to handle the traffic of the coun. 
try. We have now passed through sev- 
eral periods of peak traffic without the 
car shortages which so frequertiyv in 
the past have Lrought havoc to our 
agriculture and industries, 

“The condition of mnany of our great 
freight terminals is still one of dif- 
ficulty and results in imposing large 
costs on the public for inward-bound 
freight and on the railways for out- 
ward-bound freight. Owing to the 
growth of our large cities and the great 
increase in the volume of traffic, par- 
ticularly in perishables, the problem 
is not only difficult of solution but in 
some cases not wholly solvable by 
railway action alone.

“ Under the limitation of armaments 
treaty a large saving in outlay and «@ 
considerable decrease in maintenance 
of the navy has been accomplished. We 
should maintain the policy of con- 
stantly working toward the full treaty 
strength of the navy. Careful investi- 
gation is being made in this depart- 
ment of the relative importance of air- 
craft, surface and submarine vessels, 
in order that we way not fail to take 
advantage of all modern improvements 
for our national defense. 

“A special commission also is in- 
vestigating the problem of petroleum 
oil for the navy, considering the best 
policy to insure the future supply of 
fuel oil and prevent the threatened 
drainage of naval oll reserves. Legis- 
lative action is required to carry on 
experiments in oil shale reduction, as 
large deposits of this type have been 
set aside for the use of the navy. 

“We have been constantly besought 
to engage in competitive armaments. 
Frequent reports will reach us of the 
magnitude of the military equipment 
of other nations. We shall do well to 
be little impressed by such reports or 
such actions. Any nation undertaking 
to maintain a military establishment 
with aggressive and imperialistic de- 
signs will find itself severely handi- 
capped in the economic development of 
the world. I believe thoroughly in the 
army and navy, in adequate defense 
and preparation. But I am opposed 
to any policy of competition in build- 
ing and maintaining land or sea arma- 


ments. 
Friendship of Nations. 

“Our country has definitely relin- 
quished the old standard of dealing 
with other countries by terror and 
force, and is definitely committed to 
*he new standard of dealing with them 
through friendship and understanding. 


“Two very important policies have 
been adopted by this country which, 
while extending their benefits also in | 
other directions, have been of the ut- 
most importance to the wage earners. 
One of these is the protective tariff 
which enables our people to live accord: 
ing to a better standard and receive a 
better rate of compensation than any 
people, any time, anywhere on earth, 
ever enjoyed. This saves the Amert- 
can market for the products of the 
American workmen. 

“The other is a policy of more recent 


earners from the disastrous competi- 
tion of a great influx of foreign peo- 
ples. This has been done by the re 
strictive immigration law. This saves 
the American job for the American 
workmen. 

‘1 should like to see the adminis-

FOREIGN RELATIONS 


“At no period in the last twelve 
years have our foreign relations been 
in such a satisfactory condition as they 
are at the present time. Our actiuna in 
the recent months have greatly 
strengthened the American policy of 
permanent peace with independence. 
The attitude which our government 
took and maintained toward an adjust- 
ment of European reparations, by 
pointing out that it was not a political 
but a business problem, has demonstra. 
ted its. wisdom by its actual] results. 

“We desire to see Europe restored 
that it may reeume its productivity in 
the increase of industry and its sup- 
port in the advance of civilization. We 
look with great gratification at the: 
hopeful prospect of recuperation in Eu- 
rope through the Dawes plan. 

“Such assistance as can be given 
through the action of the public au- 
thorities and of our private citizens, 
through friendly counsel and codépera- 
tion, and through economic and finan- 
cial support, not for any warlike effort 
tut for reproductive enterprise, not to 
provide means for unsound govern- 
ment financing but to establish sound 
businees administration, should be un- 
resitatingly provided. 

Must Save Themselves. 

“ Ultimately nations, like Individuals, 
cannot depend upon each other but 
must depend upon themselves. Each 
one must work out its own salvation. 
We have every desire to help. But 
with all our resources we are power- 
less to save unless our efforts meet 
with a constructive response. 

“The situation in our own country 
and all over the world is one that can 
be improved only by hard work and 
self-denial. It is necessary to reduce 
expenditures, increase savings, and 
liquidate debts. It is in this direc- 
tlor, that there lies the greatest hope 
of domestic tranquility and interna- 
tional peace. 

“Our own country ought to furnish 
the leading example in this effort. Our 
past adherence to this policy, our cén- 
stant refusal to maintain a military 
establishment that could be thought 
to menace the security of others, our 
honorable dealings with other nations 
whether great or small, has left us 
in the almost constant enjoyment of 
peace. 

“It is not necessary to stress the 
general desire of all. the people of this | 
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It is the ‘eading principle of all our 
foreign relations. We have on every 
occasion tried to codperate to this end 
in all ways that were consistent with 
our proper conan ie and our tra- 
ditional policies. I be my con- 
stant effort to maintain prin- . 
ciples, and to reinforce by all’ 
appropriate agreements and tr 
“While we desire always te os‘ 
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operate and to help, we are equally 
determined to be independent and free. 
Right and truth and justice and hu- 
manitarian efforts will have the moral 
support of this country a! over the 
world. 

* But we do not wish to become in- 
volved in the political controversies of 
others. Nor is the country disposed 
to become a member of the league of 
nations or to assume the obligations 
imposed by its covenant. 


INTERNATIONAL COURT 


“ America has been one of the fore- 
most nations in advocating tribunals 
for the settlement of international dis- 
putes of a justiciable character. Our 
representatives took a leading part in 
those conferences which resulted in the 
establishment of The Hague Termi- 
nal, and later itn providing for a Per- 
manent Court of Internationa! Justice. 

“I believe it would be for the ad- 
vantage of this country and helpful to 
the stability of other nations for us to 
adhere to the protocol establishing that 
court upon the conditions stated in the 
recommendation which is now before 
the senate, and further that our coun- 
try shal] not be bound by advisory 
opinions which may be rendered by the 
court upon questions which we have 
not voluntarily submitted for its judg 
ment. This court would provide a prac- 
tical and convenient tribunal before 
which we could go voluntarily, but 
to which we could not be summoned 
for a determination of justiciable ques- 
tions when they fail to be resolved by 
diplomatic negotiations. 


| ARMS CONFERENCE 4 


“Many times I have expressed my 
desire to see the work of the Washing: 
ton Conference on Limitation of Arma- 
ments appropriately supplemented by 
further agreements for a further reduc- 
tion and for the purpose of diminishing 
the menace and waste of the compet!i- 
tion in preparing instruments of inter- 
national war. 

“It has been and is my expectation 
that we might hopefully approach other 
great powers for further conference on 
this subject as soon as the carrying out 
of the present reparation plan as the 
established and settled policy of Europe 
has created a favorable opportunity. 
But on account of proposals which 
have already been made by other gov- 
ernments for a European conference, it 
will be necessary to wait to see what 
the outcome of their actions may be. 

“I should not wish to propose or have 
representative attend a conference 
which would contemplate commitments 
opposed to the freedwm of action we de.

INTERNATIONAL LAW

President Coolidge in his budget message said 
that he was opposed in general to the increase of 
federal subsidies to states because the continued 
extensions of federal activities were overreaching 
proper federal functions and in such extensions 
the power of the states to conduct their own affairs 
was weakening. 

An atrophy of wil) and responsibility follows the 
transfer of duties and obligations, and the relin- 
quishment of rights by the state to the central 
government. There has been a pressure to do this 
bilities uniformly well. But we are not’ convinced 
assumption that because the people have not done 
so they cannot do so and should be absolved of the 
responsibility of trying. 

Frequently there is a short cut in federal con- 
tro. It is easier and quicker to impose a thing 
from the top than make it grow from the bottom, 
but ‘hat is not the kerne] of a sustained democracy. 
Some things the federal government must do. 
Other things it may do. Different people will have 


but we are glad that the President of the United 
States is opposed in principle to che overlay of the 
federal government on the control and direction 
of states.

As every physician knows, venereal infec- 
tions are found among all classes of people. 
Take any general crowd in a public place— 
on the street, at the beach, the amusement 
park or the theater, for example—and at 
least every fourth person in it has a “social” 
disease. (This figure is based on the per- 
centage of men found infected when ex- 
amined for military service during the war— 
undoubtedly the most complete and accurate 
statisties ever gathered on these diseases. 27 
infected men out of 100 was the average.) 
Dr. Bundesen, Health Commissioner for Chi- 
cago, has estimated that there are at least 
250,000 fresh cases added every year in this. 
city to those already existing. 
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“Social” diseases have no favorites. They 
are ready to work their ruin upon anyone into 
whose system their germs find entrance. 
Being highly infectious, they number thou- 
sands of victims among innocent people—not 
only men, but women and children. 


You often hear of a “light. case” that 
“doesn’t amount to much” and is “nothing to 
worry about.” A venereal infection should 
never be considered as “light.” No diseases 
are more deceptive at certain stages and 


under certain conditions than these. Every 


- case should be regarded as very serious and 


should receive prompt and proper treatment. 
Nobody can let a “social” disease have its way 
and not pay the penalty. 


Insanity, blindness, sterility, paralysis, 
locomotor ataxia, ulcerated tissues, rheuma- 
tism, and diseases of the genito-urinary 
organs are some of the troubles which result 
when these infections are allowed to go on 
unchecked. They kill. at least 300,000 people 
every year in the United States. 


No one need flatter himself that his is just 
a “light case” that will take care of itself or 
which he can cure with some nostrum. Such 
a person is simply laying up trouble for him- 
self. Later on he may be numbered among 
the human wrecks who also had “light cases.” 


The vast majority of those whose health 
has been ruined or whose lives have been 
taken by “social” diseases could have avoided 
disaster if they had only realized the impor- 
tance of getting the best of the disease before 
it got the best of them. 


Both forms of venereal infection can be 
cured, but the earlier the treatment is taken 
the sooner will a cure be obtained and the less 
will be the chance of incurring permanent dis- 
ability. Even people suffering from the 
results of delay can be helped by modern 
metnods of treatment which may check the

progress of the disease and prevent further 
damage to the system. 


The Public Health Institute offers its sery- 
ices to anyone who has contracted or has been 
exposed to either of these infections. Those 
who come here receive the attention of 
trained physicians who give each case the 
treatment best adapted to its condition. As 
the Institute was organized not for profit, the 
fees are small and are uniform. All patients 
pay alike for the same service.
